S° wE the last few days the news pertaining to this matter 
informs us that the Lever Law, commonly known as the hood 
Control Bill, which made it an offense for a merchant to 
charge "unjust and unreasonable prices," lias been declared 
unconstitutional. 
It is held that "unjust and unreasonable 


prices" is vague, indefinite and uncertain, and in violation ol 
the sixth amendment to the constitution guaranteeing any 
defendant the right lo full information of the nature of the 
charge aeuinsl him. 
So much for 
Ilio l.evcr Law, which 


didn't prove to be much of a lever for the unhorsing of 
profiteers; 
. 
, 
However everybody supposed that there was no misunder- 


standing with reference lo the prolil that may he legally made 
on sugar. 
It was lately trumpeted over the country ilial the 


limit of profit on this article was to be one cent a pound at 
wholesale and two cents a pound at retail. 
Lately twenty 


retail grocers in New Bedford, Mass., were found to have been 
violating this regulation, some of them having been making a 
profit of live cents a pound, and what was done in these cases? 
Read the report: "The offenders will be given an opportunity 
10 scale down their prices. If Ihey do not agree to d olhis they 
will be reported to the Department of Justice for prosecution. 
The Commission decided not 'to make the names public at 
present. 
The reason no summary action was taken by the 


Commission was because the commissioners thought ttie deal- 
ers may have been ignorant of the exact nature of the law " 
In addi'lion lo the foregoing indictments agains't the American 
Woolen Company and William M. Wood, its president, for 
profiteering in clolh have been quashed on (he ground that 
cloth is not clothing, and if was clothing which (he law speci- 
fied as something on which unreasonable profits should not 
[;.e made. 
"In these days we hear a great deal about (he "square deal," 
aiiU can people be Warned for feeling that they are not gelling 


11 when cases like these come to their attention? 
When laws 


and regulations arc onnounccd it seems many times as if relief 
were at hand, but loo often when the lest comes loopholes of 
escape are found and the consumer continues to sweat. 


II is thing sof this kind dial shake the people's faith in the 


adequacy and ell'icacy of (lie law. Time and again Ihey are 
assured ihal their interests are lo be carefully looked after and 
thoroughly safeguarded, but when the pinch cmoes imconsii- 
lulionalily, technicality and a belief that lloenders may have 
been "ignorant of the. exact nature of the law" are brought to 
bear and the whole thing goes for naught. 


Whether the people will stand for this sort of thing forcvei 


is for them to decide. 
It is in their power to change it if Ihey 


will, and il is in order to hope that the time will come when 
.they will., dictate a change in the program- — sudden, pro- 
niounced'and permanent.
